Amazing Story Told by Baron Ygor 
Tilinsky, Who Asserts That He Has

Paris, Feb, 27.—-An amazing story 
is related in a Geneva despatch to the 
Excelsior, which has to do with the 
Russian, Baron Ygor Tilinsky, now at 


Zurich, The baron declares that he 
holds a claim on the Japanese gov- 


ernment for $70,000,000. According 
to him, three Russian staff officers of 
revolutionary tendencies sold the 
plans of the Pacific fortresses, in- 
cluding Port Arthur, to the Japanese, 
at the outbreak of the Japo-Russian 
war For political reasons they de- 
sired the defeat of Russia, 


They received in payment three 


checks amounting to little more than 
$23,000,000 each, payable at Tokio, 
March 22, 1915, The officers fur- 


ther contracted to remain in the ser- 
vices of the Japanese until the checks 
were paid, 

Baron Tilinsky and a partner, nam- 
ed Swetky, went to Zurich in 1911 and 
endeavored to raise money on the 
checks through a local financier. 
Negotiations were opened with banks 
in London, Amsterdam and Dresden, 
but they refused to make any ad- 
vances without seeing the original 
contract 

In the meantime, according to the 
story, the Japanese embassy learned 
of the affair and reported it to Tokio. 
The consul at Zurich was instructed 
to investigate The Russian govern-

IN NEW MINES’ ACT 


Representatives of Mine Kingincers of 
Province Do Not Like Some of the 
Provisions Proposed in New Mines 
Act Before Legislature, 


Mr. W. Simpson, of Frank, js in Uie 
city, and on behalf of the engineers 
employed in the mines of the Prov- 
ince Will ask for some changes in the 
Mines Act which is now being consid- 
ered in committee of the whole by 
the Legislature, 

One of the clauses to which the en- 
gineers object is Number 122, which 
says that “Subject to the control of 
the manager” the master mechanic 
shall have charge of the machinery 
and appliances about the mine, This, 
the master mechanics feel, should be 
changed so that they would not be 
under control of the managers, who 
as a rule are not engineers and are 
naturally under pressure from the di- 
rectors to “get out the coal” with 
minor regard to other things, 

Clause 124 forbids any person to 
stop a fan of a ventilating shaft with- 
out permission from the manager. 
This, the engineers think, is an un- 
wise restriction as In case of emer- 
gency the man on the spot would not 
be able to take precautions until he 
had found the manager and secured 
his consent, 

Clause 126 takes the firemen from 
under the contro] of the engineers in 
charge of the plant and puts them 
under control of the master mechan- 
ic, This, it is claimed, is an unwise 
change, because the engineer is bound 
by law to be continuously at his post 
while the duties of the master me- 
chanic require him to visit all parts 
of the mine, and make it impossible 
for him to have continuous personal 
supervision over the men stoking the 
boilers, 

As the engineer is held responsible 
for the ibollers it is held that he should 
have control over the men who do the 
firing. This clause also imposes upon 
the firemen duties which have hither- 
to been placed upon the engineers, 
and which, it is claimed, a large pro- 
portion of the firemen are not quali- 
fied to discharge,

In mixed districts, as Winni- 
peg, Brandon and Le Pas, Catholics 
are obliged to maintain independent 
schools at their own expense, after 
paying taxes for schools where they 
cannot possibly send their children. 

The enery and epirit of sacrifice of 
the Catholic element ere admirable, 
but how long the era of tyranny and 
injustice will last is something I can- |} 
not foretell, I hope, though, to see 
the awakening of the majority to fair 
play and justice.” 


TOWN OF EDSON STILL IN | 
THROES UF EXCITEMENT 


Hotiarge Against Detective Stafford | 


Adjourned — Charges Against | 
Keepers of Alleged Hawdy Houses 
and Blind Pigs Will be Heard by | 
Inspector Raven Today. 


That there were no fewer than one) 
hundred and twenty-seven disorderly 
women in the town of Edson before 
the sensational raids on Saturday last 
by Detective Stafford, of Edmonton, is 
the statement of those familiar with 
the circumstances. Most of the wo- 
men have since left the town, and 
have scattered themselves through the 
country west of Edmonton, while a 
few, a very few, have come to the city. 
According to the police officials, many 
of them have attached themselves to 
the railroad construction camps in 
the west. 

The townspeople of Bdson are still 
excited over the affair. They are 
divided into two opposing factions, 
one side supporting tne mayor and 
Detective Stafford in thelr efforts to 
clean up the town of the undesirable 
element, and the other side just as 
tenaciously clinging to those who wish 
a wide open town. 

The preliminary hearing of the 
charge against Detective Stafford, for 
causing grievous ‘bodily harm by 
shooting, took place before Justice of 
the Peace R. H. Bradley on Tuesday. 
Evidence for the prosecution was 
heard, and the case was then adjourn- 
ed on the application of the defence. 

Considerable oriticiam has been ex- 
pressed of the action of Mr. Bradley 
in releasing those who were arrested 
by Detective Stafford, and it is said 
that ‘before a further hearing takes 
place objection will ‘be taken by the 
defence to hfs adjudication of the 
case, 

The charges against those who were 
arrested by Detective Stafford will be 
heard at Edson today. Inspector 
Raven, of the Mounted Police, whose 
headquarters are at Hdson, and who 
hes been taking the place of Inspec- 
tor Worsley temporarily at Edmon- 
ton, will be on the bench to hear the 
cases.

PRESENT SITUATION 


MENACE TO BUSINESS 


Declares F. B. Ohrysler, K.C,, on Be- 


half of Canadian Manufacturers’ 
Association Before Supreme Court 
in Discussing Conflict Between Do- 
minion and Provincial Rights, 

Ottawa, Feb. 25.—That the situation 
as it stood with Dominion and Provin- 
cial rights in conflict was “a serious 
interference and menace to business,’ 
was the statement made by Mr, F, B. 
Chrysler, K.C,, representing the Cana- 
dian Manufacturers’ Association in to- 
day's hearing by the supreme court of 
the companies’ case. 

The Dominion government counsel 
finished the presentation of their case 
and that of the Canadian Manufactur- 
ers’ Association, which represents the 
people directly affected by the issue in 
the case. 

At the opening of the session Mr. 
Atwater, K.C., had to reply to a num- 
ber of questions ‘by members of the 


court as to what constituted doing 


business “outside a province."’ 
Chief Justice Asks Questions, 

“If a company incorporated in On- 
turio sent travelers around throughout 
the rest of the country to take orders 
for which delivery would be made, 
would that be carrying on business 
outside the province?” asked Chief 
Justice Fitzpatrick, 

“No, not unless an independent 
agency were established outside the 
province, | should say,” said Mr, At- 
water Chief Justice Fitzpatrick then 
instanced the case of E, B. Eddy Com- 
pany, situated in Hull, Ont Could it 
come across the river and build mills 
in Ontario?
